GLAMORIZING YOURSELF 



HOW TO SET PIN CURLS 

Everyone should know how to set pin curls be- 
\-jse they're such a wonderful help in making a 
irooping coiffure prescntable on short notice. Or, in 
setting the entire coiffure, for that matter. Here's the 
procedure: 

Part the hair in the usual place and comb thor- 
oughly. Now, if it's just a few limp strands you wish 
eo curl, separate these trom the rest of the hair. 
Dampen each curl strand with wave lotion or warm 
water just before winding it. To wind into the curl, 
seize the strand and hold it away from the head with 
one hand. 

Now curl the index finger of the opposite hand 
around this strand. Holding this index ringer as firmly 
and closely to the scalp as possible, proceed to wind 
ihe strand around that finger. 

When the entire length has been wound around 
the finger, slip the finger out and pin the hair next 
fo the scalp with a bobby pin or with two hairpins. 
(Or you can do as your beauty operator does — wind 
it from the end to the scalp and pin it flat against 
your head.) 

If hairpins are used, one should be placed horizon- 
tally and the other diagondlly to grip the hair firmly. 

Allow the pins to remain in until the hair is ab- 
solutely dry and then comb the hair. This type of 
curl is soft and managcable when combed. 

A YOUTHFUL HAIR STYIE 

While a hair style should be adapted to ones 
particular face and figure, herc are some general 
rules in styling one's hair that will lift years: (1) A 
side part, with hair lifted at the temples and forehead 
is most becoming. The center part with hair drawn 
down on eitlier side emplusizes every drooping line 
m the face. (2) Short or shoulder-Iength hair is most 
becoming. [f a bun is worn, it should be coiled low 
on the neck. One rensen for this low coil is that it 
cuts down on the head size and saves you from those 
matronly looking hats that are usually offercd for 
large head sizes. (3) Soft waves and curls are most 
becoming. Avoid hard close waves and frizzes at 
all times. 

LINES BETWEEN THE EYES 

Frown-lines usually start as a facia! exprcssion and 
end as a fatial feature! If you don't want the lines 
lo deepen prematurely, stop frowning. Somc-times 
frowning is just a habit; again it may be an uncon- 
scious reaction to eyestrain. Once you've checked the 
source of the troublc. soothe and smooth the wrinkles. 
I^ivc them plenty of rich cream applied with a light, 



brisk tappi'ng movement of the fingerpads. Leave the 

cream on all night. 

HAS DARK ARMS AND NECK 

Hurry out and get yourself a bottle of liquid pow- 
der. Sclect this powder shade with cafe. Don't get too 
light a shade or it will glare as obviously on arms 
and neck as too light a shade would on the face. 
Select a shade that harmonizes with your own skin 
tones but is just a little lighter and livelier. You'll 
be amazed at the results of this liquid powder. 

FOR UNPLEASANT BREATH 

And indced this is something to trouble anyone 
with social consciousness (or conscience). Bad breath 
may be a symptom of some internal disturbance, in 
which case if it persists you should have a dentist or 
doctor give you a check-over. Often, however, it is 
the result of improper cleansing of the tecth. Brush 
Ihe tecth thoroughly twice a day. Follow the brushing 
(either the night or morning one) by cleaning with 
dental floss to remove small particles of food that 
have wedged betwecn the teeth and eluded the brush. 
Use a mouth wash regularly, too. 

WHAT TO DO ABOUT WHITEHEADS 

The best treatment for these little pearl-like bumps, 
commonly cailed whiteheads, is plenty of soap and 
water. Af ter washing and drying the face, apply a 
mild sulphur lotion to the blemishes. 

FOR TOO THICK HAIR 

Well, your problem is a much happier one and 
much simpler to solve than that of too thin hair. In 
your case, a skillful cutting is all you need. If pos- 
sible, go to a good beauty salon and have your hair 
thinned and styled. Watch closely while it is being 
done, and ask questions. You may be able to do it 
yourself the next time. You will notice that as the hair 
is thinned it is cut in laycrs of various lengths to en- 
courage any tendency to natural curl and to prevent 
bushiness. 

TO MAKE EYES APPEAR LARGER 

This is a trick with your eyebrow pencil. Take the 
pencil and draw it around the cyes at the base of the 
lashes. Now, smudge the edge of the line lightly 
with your fingertip, so it will not appear artificial and 
made-up. Mascara applied to the lashes make the eyes 
seem much larger. A little eye shadow on the upper 
lids will give the eyes importance, too, and bring out 
their color. 



WHAT TO DO FOR GOOSE FLESH 

What is known as goose flesh is an accumulation 
of dcad skin cells. The treatment is to scrub the area 
with soap and water. using a brush to stir up the 
circulation. Massage a good cream into the affected 
areas daily to help kecp the skin soft and smooth. 

HAIR STYLE FOR LOW FOREHEAD & PUG NOSE 

Give the hair a low side part and comb close to 
the head. Over the opposite temple from the part pin 
a little barrette to hold the hair flat and in place. 
Now, the rest of the hair may be worn page-boy 
style if long, or the ends softly curled if short. This 
type of face is flattered when the sides are a bit short- 
er and gradually taper to the longer hair at the back. 

EXERCISE FOR STRENGTHENING ARCHES 

Stand on a thick book with the feet about six 
inches apart and the toes extended over the edge of 
the book. Now, bend the toes downward as far as 
possible. Hold them in this position while you count 
to ten. Now bend the toes upward as far as possible, 
counting up to ten. Do this several times, increasing 
the count daily. 

MAKE-UP FOR LIGHT BROWS AND LASHES 

As a general rule, the blonde should color her 
light brows and Iashes with brown pencil and brown 
mascara. The brunette beauty's eyes are enhanced by 
black mascara and pencil. If the hair is a rich auburn 
color, then black may be used. When the hair is a 
pale red-gold, however, brown is most natural look- 
ing on brows and lashes. 

SELF-CONSCIOUS ABOUT HÅNDS 

When one feels "all hånds," awkward and dumsy, 
it's time to relax. Relax the wrist. Shake it loose. 
Swing the hånds in an easy curve. Now, let the hånds 
fall lightly at the sides or in the lap. There's nothing 
distracting about a pair of quiet hånds, but nervous, 
fidgety movements do call attention to them. 

By all means keep the hånds away from the face 
and head. Don't cross them high on the chest. Make 
a practice of picking up objects with the fingertips 
rather than clutching them with the whole hand. 
Train yourself to move your hånds slowly and lightly, 
and they will appear graceful, regardless of their 
physical contours and proportions. 

FOR A DRY SKIN 

Wash your face with a mild soap. If it feels un- 
comfortably taut afterwards, you know your skin is 
dry. This does not mean, however, that you should 
not wash your face. It does mean that you should 
immediately follow the face washing with a good 



cream to countcract the drying effect. 

FASHIONS FOR THE THIN GIRL 

When you're very thin, you should create the ap- 
pearance of plumpness through blouscd bodices, full 
sleeves and swingsr.g skirts. Avoid severeiy tailored 
clothes and straight, slim black dresses and coats. 
Broad shoulders widen your figure. Large bows 
at the neckline are fiattering to you. 

For warm weather playclothes, choose long shorts 
of a color contrast.ng with the blouse. Wide skirted 
shorts are most fiattering to very thin legs. 

To round out a too-thin face, select a hat with a 
halo brim. A senes of thin bracelets on the wrists 
will conceal their boniness. Avoid puffed sleeves as 
they emphasize the thinness of the arms. Fabrics with 
"body" or stifTness are more fiattering to you than 
the clinging jerseys, sheers or thin cottons. 

VARIETY FOR A FEATHERCUT 

Comb the front hair into a soft curled-under bang 
over the forehead. Sweep the side hair up and sccure 
with combs on each side. The ends of the side hair 
may be in soft curls or a rolled curl. The back hair 
may be set in waves with the ends in soft head- 
hugging ringlets. 

TO REMOVE FRECKLES 

Apply freckle cream to help fade the blemishes. 
Follow instructions on the package in applying your 
freckle cream and take care to give ydurself the skin 
test first to ascertain whether you are allergic to any 
of the ingredients. Liquid powder or a tinted cake 
foundation applicd over. arms and shoulders will 
help conceal the frcckles. Since your skin has a ten- 
dency to freckle, you should always apply a sun 
lotion before exposure to the sun's rays. 

DARK HAIR GROWING ON UPPER UP 

If this growth is not too heavy, you may find it 
completely satisfactory to bleach the hairs with a 
mixture of ammoni.i and jieroxide. Or, you may 
prefer to remove the hair with iweezers or one of 
the abrasive pads or stones that are used to rub the 
hair off. 

TO REDUCE A TUMMY 

Herc's a toe-touching exercise to trim and fiatten 
the abdomen: Lie on your back with arms and legs 
outstretched. Stretch your arms as far apart as pos ' 
sible. Your feet should be stretched far apart with 
your legs held straight. Now, raising yourself with 
your right hand, touch your left foot and lie back ' 
again. Repcat with the other hand and foot. This- 
exercise slims the waist, too, while smoothing th 
turamy. v
